STORING GRAIN 
ON THE FARM 


Farmers will store a good deal of 
grain on their farms for some con- 
siderable time before it can be hauled 


to country elevators for sale. Tye fol- 
lowing advice is tendered by Dr. H, 
E. Gray, head of the Stored Products 
Insect Investigations, Dominion De 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa. 

A granary with wooden floor above 
the ground is best for farm storage, 
and several small granaries are bet- 
ter than a large one for long term 
storage. If tough damp, weed-infest- 
ed grain must be stored, keep it in 

, small bins and market it first. Carry 
out the following procedure: 

Repair leaky roofs, window, and 
doors to exclude rain and snow. If 
the granary floor is of concrete, cov- 
er it with moisture-proof paper. 

Clean walls and floors thoroughly.

happened south of Toronto a few weeks ago, 
on the Queen Elizabeth Way. In a heavy 
flow of traffic, a foolish motorist stopped 
suddenly, The car following on iis bumper, 
plowed into him and so on down the line, 
By the time police had unscrambled the 
mess and started traffic moving normally 
again, a total of approximately $30,000 
damage had been caused to scores of vee 
hicles, 

This same mishap on a smaller scale occurs 
every day on Alberta highways. All too 
often these cause collisions result in a fatal. 
ity or serious injury, 

Such accidents are attributable directly 
directly to human carelessness the most 
fruitfu cause of all accidents. They could 
be climinated were a few simple and 
fundalmental common sense rules to be 
followed by every driver, The first: never 
stop suddenly on a highway, and if possie 
ble never stop at all on the pavement but 
pull off to the side before doing so. Be- 
cause of the narrowness of the shoulders 
along our paved roads and their lack of 
gravel it is not always convenient to drive 
off the pavement before halting. Tho 
prevalence of this type of highway mishap 
suggests that the department of highways 
could well give more thought to widening 
the shoulders and gravelling them.

188 feet on dry pavement sfter the brakes 
have been applied before coming to a stop. 
At this high speed, the vehicle goes 55 
feet before a vigilant driver genscs the 
danger and applies the brakes. So, isi all, 
it travels 248 feet from the time the danger 
is sensed by a wide-awake driver until it 
has been halted. Tnis distance is reduced 
considerably at 20 miles per hour, but 
even then it is 52 feet. Some books on 
driving hints suggests that there should 
be ut least a car length for everp 10 miles 
of speed between vehicles, While at that 
it is a safér procedure than _ virtually 
touching the bumpers of the car ahead, 
even this distance should be stretched some- 
what for complete safety. 4 ; 

Something to remember is that visibility 
range is sharply reduced at night. The 
limit with the best of lights is about 150 
feet. Since it takes 243 feet to BYR a 
car at 50 miles an hour after danger has 
been realized, there always is the possibility 
that at this speed a car cannot be halted 
at night in time to avoid crashing into a 
slow moving or stationary object ahead, 
particularly if the lane for approaching 
traffic is filled. Hence, a wise motorist 
drives at a slower speed after dark,

II will fall on a Tuesday, The crown, which is the central symbol in the 
ceremony, is the Coronation crown, or the crown of St. Edward. This 
crown has been worn by every sovereign since the time of King Charles, 
except at the coronation of Queen Victoria. On that occasion, the Lord 
High Steward carried the Coronation Crown throughout the ceremony, 
and the Queen wore the lighter Imperial crown, said to be the most beauti- 
ful and valuable crown in the world, It has not been decided yet whether 
Queen Elizabeth will follow the precedent set by Queen Victoria in this 
regard, or whether she will choose to have the Coronation Crown used in 
the ceremony.

U.S. Will Not 
Hurry To Lift 
Cattle Embargo 


OTTAWA. — The 
Government planned a quiet, 


Canadian 


With foot-and-mouth disease elimi- 
nated, the Government officially de- 
clared Canada free of the tenacious 
virus and immediately informed U.S. 
authorities. 

“But we don’t plan to bring any 
pressure on them to remove the em- 
bargo,” an official said. “We know 
the U.S. Government will consider 
the matter carefully and reasonably 
and act as quickly as possible.” 

Canada appeared to be in for a 
long wait. A Washington dispatch 
quoted Acting Chief S. O. Fladness 
of the Agricultural Department’s Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry as saying 
the U.S. will take no immediate ac- 
tion, 

The American fear, as far as it 
could be ascertained here, is that the 
virus may still be lurking in some 
Canadian food locker. Until that fear 
is dispelled, it appeared the embargo 
will renfain intact. Another view is 
that the U.S, will not act until after 
the U.S, presidential election in No- 
vember,

Supersonic Waves May Speed 
Germination Of Barley Seeds 


EDMONTON. — Barley seeds and supersonic waves seem a 
queer combination, but the alliance could be a potent one if the 
experiments of George Obelenski prove successful. Already, tests 
being carried out by Obelenski in a laboratory of the University 
of Alberta's plant science department have proven that super- 
sonic waves can be made to speed germination and growth of 


plants. 


The “guinea pigs” for most of the 
experiments so far have been barley 
seeds but there’s no reason, says 
Obelenski, why the treatment could 
not be applied to almost any plant, 

The linking of supersonic vibra- 
tions and plants is an entirely new 
field and the Russian-born scientist 
says the surface has hardly been 
scratched yet although an gncourag- 
ing start has been made, 

In his experiments, he is using an 
ultrasonic generator, imported from 
Germany and used widely in a type 
of medical ‘deep massage” treatment 
for humans, 

It sets up sound vibrations at the 
rate of 800,000 a second. This speed 
can best be imagined when one con- 
siders that the human ear can hear 
vibrations up to only about 16,000 
a second,

Obelenski's method so far in treat. 
ing seeds has been to soak them for 
periods up to 48 hours, thus starting 
the germination process, and then 
applying the vibrator to a vessel of 
water in which the seeds lie, 

The effect is seen in small plots 
of barley growing in a greenhouse, 
The plants growing from treated seed 
are an average of six inches higher 
than those not treated and already 
are headed out, 


“It is difficult to explain simply 
the biological*effect of the treatment, 
but it best can be explained by say- 
ing that the seed is ‘shocked’ into 
faster development,” says Obelenski. 

Dr. L. *P. V. Johnson, professor of 
genetics and plant breeding, under 
whose supervision the experiments 
are being carried out, says: 

“There's some indication, too, that 
mutations or hereditary changes are 
produced, In some instances, the re- 
sulting plants have been almost al- 
binos.” 

Dr. Johnson feels it would cost far 
more than it would be worth to treat 
enough seed for a barley crop. 

Born in Moscow, Obelenski left 
Russia in 1920 after the revolution 
and has since gained agriculture de- 
grees at the University of Yugoslavia 
and Vienna. 

He won his bachelor of science de- 
gree at the University of Alberta 
last year. 


Alberta Farmer 
Develops Fast 
Growing Wheat 


EDMONTON.—An Alberta farmer 
has developed a strain of wheat 
which may be the answer to the 
short growing season in northern 
Alberta. 

A. W. Manchester of the Jarvie 
district, 80 miles northwest of Ed- 
monton, says his wheat called “Early 
Harvest” matures two to three weeks 
ahead of other crops seeded at the 
same time under the same conditions. 

His wheat, developed by years of 
patient cross-breeding, heads out 
seven: weeks after planting and yields

Rust Becomes 
Major Menace 
To Sunflowers 


WINNIPEG. — Rust, always a 
problem for grain-growers, has 
become a major menace to the 
sunflower growers who once 
had one of Manitoba's most 
promising industries, 

In the rich farmlands of the Al- 
tona district 55 miles south of here 
many sunflowers rot in the fields, 
abandoned by growers. A $1,000,000 
plant at Altona works far below its 


capacity, 
This plant processed sunflower 
seeds into cattle feed, shortening, 


salad oils, The hulls were compress- 
ed into fireplace logs, Ready mar- 
kets for sunflower products brought 
new prosperity to the district, and 
land values almost doubled since the 
industry started a few years ago. 

Now a decline has set in, with rust 
mainly responsible, although other 
factors have been cool growing sea- 
sons and insect pests, 

Manitoba had 26,000 acres under 
sunflowers last year, but this year's 
planting was estimated at only 5,000, 

Efforts have been made to substi- 
tute other oil-bearing crops, such as 
rape seed from Argentina, soybeans 
and safflower, a relative of the this- 
tle. Experiments with these and 
other crops may prove successful but 
the best solution lies in creation of 
a rust-resistant sunflower, Research 
and plant-breeding to this end might 
require years, and meantime the sun- 
flower industry suffers. 3000

Methods Of Harvesting Sweet 
Clover Are Very Important 


WINNIPEG. — Sweet clover has become an important seed 
crop on the prairies in recent years. Harvesting methods are of 
great importance since poor handling results in an unnecessarily 
high loss of seed. Sweet clover should be cut with either the 
swather or binder when about two-thirds of the seed has matured. 


If the seed crop is left standing 
beyond this stage, some of the early 
seed will begin to drop, generally re- 
sulting in a greater loss. The main 
principle behind methods of harvest- 
ing is that the material be handled 
as gently as possible, says J. E. R. 
Greenshields, Forage Crops Labora- 
tory, Saskatoon, Sask. 

Standard swathers may be used to 
cut the sweet clover. The farmer 
must first consider what size of 
swather his combine will be able to 
handle, However, unless the crop is 
very heavy it is possible to handle 
a 16 foot swath with a 12 foot com- 
bine. When the swath has had time 
to dry thoroughly, it is then picked 
up. The swath is often so fluffy that 
it does not feed into the combine 
very well. The difficulty may be

BRANDON.—Only two small areas 
in Manitoba’s Red River valley are 
likely to hatch any quantity of grass- 
hoppers next spring and these should 
have no significant effect on next 
year's grain crops, the insect labora- 
tory at Brandon reported. 

A grasshopper egg survey just 
completed showed ‘hoppers have been 
on the decline on the prairies for the 
last three years.

overcome by having a man sit on 
the front of the combine with a long 
pole or hockey stick. Some farmers 
have surmounted this problem by 
mounting a small auxiliary reel di- 
rectly in front of the conveyor from 
the auger platform to the first feed- 
er, If possible considerablé seed can 
be saved by swathing and picking 
up in damp weather, 

When swathers and pick-ups are 
not available the sweet clover can 
be harvested satisfactorily with a 
grain binder. The sheaves should be 
set in long narrow stooks. Some 
shattering of the seed normally takes 
place during harvesting. A shallow 
pan or box, attached to the frame 
of the binder under the opening be- 
tween the table and elevator canvas 
will catch the seed that falls on the 
table canvas. 

When threshing with an ordinary 
grain separator, best results are gen- 
erally obtained when only one row 
of concave teeth is used and when 
the concaves are set well away from 
the cylinder, If most of the pods are 
left on the seed the cleaning of the 
seed is simplified. 

Straight combining of sweet clover 
for seed has not improved satisfac- 
tory as much of the seed has drop- 
ped by the time the stems are dry 
enough to combine, 

In summing up, harvest at the 
proper stage and handle the material 
as little and gently as possible.

Beauty plays a very important part 
in business.
